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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-20 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Suzuki et al 4,937,41 1 in view of Tang 5,886,326. 

Suzuki et al teach heating of waste to carbonize the waste and further heating to 
incinerate and create energy from the waste, the claims call for an initial heating to dry 
the waste and in this respect the patent to Tang is applied for clearly teaching drying the 
waste before incineration via microwave, See the abstract in Tang for instance. This 
drying step leads to more efficient incineration incineration this teaching it would have 
been obvious to modify the Suzuki et al system with an initial drying step, to more 
efficiently incinerate the waste. As per claims 2-7, use of particular frequencies for the 
microwave, use of a glass chamber and use of particular temperatures is considered 
routine and obvious design skill for the artisan, such choices dependent on the end use 
of the device and the materials incinerated. Use of magnets, electromagnets or 
conductive coil as per claim 16 is likewise an obvious choice inn design, dependent on 
the end use of the device. 
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Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Pearson, Moraski and Yokoyama et al are cited for disclosing 
waste processing systems of interest to the instant invention
